Spanish crises at home and abroad continued today to present many 


alarming features with Barcelona still in the throes .of a revolutionary 
movement and an army of thirty thousand Moors pressing Spain's de- 
feated and exhausted forces in Morocco. 


The reports from Barcelona were omnlously meagre and from round- 


about quarters. But the revolutlona ry 
movement 
appeared to have 


passed its climax. 
Government troops were reported to have tho up- 


per hand. 
The artillery had been used with merciless effect, driving 


hack and capturing the main bodies of rioters and driving the remnants 
to outlying sections. 
The scattered fragments of Information, coming 


through Madrid and frontier points were doubtless censored and lack- 
ing in exactness, but they gave details of bloody conflict between ten 
thousand .armed revolutionists and the Spanish artillery and cavalry. 


Many interior points reported riot and incendiarism, but the move- 


ment was scattered without apparent central organization or a leader, 


^n the north there v.-ere fears that Don Jaime, the new Carlist leader, 
would take advantage of the situation by renewing the Carlist movement 
against the dynasty.. 


A late'dispatch-from Madrid announced that Mfe captain general at 


Barcelona telegraphed the government that he was master of the situa- 
tion, the revolutionists having surrendered. He gave the number of vic- 
tims as very great. 
Twenty three buildings were destroyed by artillery. 


The leaders of the rebels were tried by military courl martial and sum- 
marily executed. 


• Spanish war ships went to the relief of the defeated army in Moroc- 


co and were reported as-shelling the Moorish, forces.

than 1,000.000 
typhoid germs 
were

A BENEVOLENT 
COERCION. 


President Taft has gone much far- 


ther In his efforts to bring congress 
around to his way'of thinking on th>? 
tariff than his predecessor ever ven- 
tured to go. It Is neither the preroga- 
tive nor the privilege of tho president 
to coerce the congress. 
He may sug- 


gest and recommend and in emergency 
urge upon that body's attention this, 
that an/1 the other that In the exigen- 
cies of the hour may make claim on the 
diligence of the legislative branch of 
the government, but It is not contem- 
plated that he shall employ threat or 
Undue influence to bring congress un- 
der compulsion of his 
mind. 
But 


there Is nothing either In the consti- 
tution or in morals that may be re- 
garded as hindering the president from 
letting congress understand what his 
views are or what In certain emerg- 
encies ho will do. 


This Is a government of political 


parties. 
President Taft's party hart 


promised to revise the tariff. 
The 


common understanding 
was 
that it 


would be revised 
downward. 
That 


was the meaning the last republican 
national convention designed the peo- 
ple should take from Its platform ut- 
terances on the tariff. 
During the 


succeeding campaign Mr. Taft, as the 
candidate of his party for president 
and its nominal and virtual leader, un- 
dertook to interpret and amplify that 
platform plank 
so that 
the people 


•would know Just what It meant. Pres- 
ident Taft was honest in his Interpre- 
tation of the platform. 
He took his 


party leaders and managers in good 
faith and he strove to bring the peo- 
ple to take them in good faith. Since 
the extra session of congress has been 
dealing with the tariff the party lead- 
ers In congress have In large part been 
trying to dodge the platform promise, 
to compromise it, to ignore It and In 
the case of a few to repudiate It alto- 


gether. President Taft has stood by 
his promises manfully. 
No president 


has ever displayed a more courageous 
and resolute purpose to keep a pledge 
than Mr. Taft. He has not bulldozed: 
he has remained steadfast. 
And the 


moral force of example has had great 
influence 
on the 
standpat leaders. 


They do not so much fear the presi- 
dent as they fear the contrast. 


In notifying the 
republican tariff 


conferees that there were certain feat- 
ures of the agreement that he could not 
accept the president was not so much 
coercing congress as saving it from 
embarrassment In giving to it the 
benefit to be had from fore-knowledge 
of his convictions. 
Jt is much belter 


that the lawmakers understand before 
It is put up to him what must be In a 
tariff bill and what must not be In it 
in order to command his approval, 
than to gain the knowledgf at a time 
too late for second thought. That Is 
what Mr. Taft has been doing during 
the past few days. 


In other words, the president de- 


clares In effect to his party leaders In 
congress—"You cannot 
bind me to 


your betrayal 
of party 
promises to 


the peoplf. 
We promised tariff revi- 


sion downward. As un honest man I 
cannot and will not approve a measure 
of any other sort."

rogenous food, liberate'free nitric ncld, 
which eats the lining of the Intestines 
nnd 
causes 
a 
characteristic 
food 


poison which IB developed in digestion 
and •transmitted direct to the blood. 


Prof. Emmerich advises .the avoid- 


ance of a nitrogenous diet during nn 
epidemic and -the treatment of the d's- 
easo with remedies neutralizing nitric 
acid. The professor dissents from the 
.thenry that an epidemic ia due to in- 
fected water. 
He says 
that bacilli 


laden dust is the real danger and at- 
tributes the lightness of the 1900 epi- 
demic to frequent copious showers.

Trenton, N. J., July 30.—After se'-4 


eluding herself in a lonely cottage for 
eighteen years, during which time she 
preferred her loneliness to the luxu- 
ries of a mansion in Germany, Mrs. 
Katherine Zimmerman, a member of 
a wealthy German family and said to 
be a relative of .Emperor William, is 
dead in the Mercer hospital here. 


Her demise reveals a pathetic story, 


showing how she deserted riches for 
love. A broken heart was responsible 
for her desire for seclusion. The first 
trip Mrs. Zimmerman had made from 
her trim little cottage 
in 
eighteen 


years was in the ambulance which 
took her to the hospital. 


Mrs. Zimmerman, who was S3 years 


old, was surrounded by wealth in iier 
childhood, passed near Berlin, with a 
poor lad named Henry Zimmerman as 
a playmate of the little Fraulein Von 
Augur. 


In time Zimmerman' told of his love, 


which was 
reciprocated. 
Marriage 


seemed impossible because of his pov- 
erty. He sought the land of liberty to 
win wealth. He was moderately suc- 
cessful. 
Much to his surprise he re- 


ceived a letter from his loved one de- 
claring her willingness to leave her 
home, face separation from her parents 
and come to her sweetheart. 
Zimmer- 


man accepted the sacrifice, and the 
couple were married in this country. 


They located in Wilkesbarre, Pa. For 


thirty-five years the couple lived in 
peace. 
One son was born. 
He had 


grown to 
manhood, 
when a family 


quarrel brought about separation be- 
tween husband and wife. 


Mrs. Zimmerman came to this city. 


Both her husband and son disappeared. 
Efforts to locale them failed. She had 
then passed the half century mark and 
soon came into possession of a small 
fortune by the death of a relative. 


After 
continuing 
her 
search for 


seven years. Mrs. Zimmerman wearied 
of the world. She purchased a small 
cottage In the suburbs and began her 
life of seclusion. She determined never 
to talk to a human being agnin. She 
told her resolution to several friends 
here, members of prominent German 
families, and they consented to see that 
she was supplied with food without 
leaving her home, as she desired. She 
arranged to pay the money necessary 
for this. 


From the time she first entered se- 


clusion until she was removed to the 
hospital none bad caught a glimpse 
even of her features. Time told on the 
condition of the house and furniture, 


but she evidently kept things as tidy 
as her advanced years and physical 
condition would permit 


Day after day. during her entire pe- 


riod of isolation, food had been left on 
the rear porch of her 
home in the 


morning, at noon and In the evening. 
To prevent herself from being seen, or 
seeing others, those who • brought the 
victuals would be far away before the 
aged woman would touch the food. The 
meals, which'were always left in a 
basket, were procured b>' Mrs. Zim- 
merman by lowering from the upper 
room of the house, in which she lived 
almost entirely, a rope with a hook 
attached hy means of -which she would 
haul up the receptacle. 


She might have died alone, as she 


lived, had not it been for the fact that 
several children, who brought her the 
noonday meal, discovered that the bas- 
ket left in the morning was untouched. 
They reported this filet to their par- 
ents. An investigation Tvas begun. Re- 
peated knocking on the door of the 
cottajce and shouts brought no re- 
sponse. The door was finally broken 
down. The lonely old woman was 
found unconscious o.i the floor In her 
room with a photograph ot her hus- 
band in her hands. 
Physicians were 


summoned and the woman was re- 
moved to the hnspltel. The case -was 
diagnosed as one of apoplexy. Death 
soon followed. The funds Mrs. Zim- 
merman left will be iust sufficient to 
pay for her burial.

Dignity of Labor.—International Bible Lesson for Aug. 1, 1909.—Acts i8:1-22 


It is Interest-! 


ing to trace back 
the 
river

Christianity 
to 


its source, and 
observe the hand 
of an overruling

years ol Its in- 
ception. 
Begin- 


ning in Jerusa- 
lem, a religious 
city, it went suc- 
cessively to Ath- 
ens the philoso- 
phical 
city, 
to 


Corinth the pleasure-loving city, and 
to Rome, the military city, each of 
them 
centres 
of 
Influence 
from 


whence radiated beams of light to 
every quarter of the earth. 


Strange Providences. 


Away off in the city of Rome there 


dwelt a Jewish couple, Aqulla and 
Prlscilla. The Emperor, Claudius, in 
a fit of rage against the Jews, banish- 
ed them from Rome, and heavy-heart- 
ed and disconsolate these two people 
emigrated far away to Corinth, and 
settled down to their trade of tent 
making. From the opposite direction, 
unknown to them, a disappointed 
erant preacher, Paul by name, was 
coming toward the same point. After 
his mission was ended in Athens the 
lonely preacher tramped the interven 
ing forty-five miles which brought 
him to Corinth. He was also a tenl 
maker by trade. He at once sought 
employment 
Being himself a Jew 


he naturally Inquired for his own coun 
trymen. 


And BO it came to pass that the 


tent maker Paul, became a laborer 
and a boarder in the' family of the 
tent makers, Aqulla and Prlscilla. 
Hard luck and persecution., extradi- 
tion and banishment are not hand- 
some courtiers, but they often Intro- 
duce us to people who are the Prime 
Ministers of the King. 


Paul, the Tent Maker. 


What grander testimony can he giv- 


en to the dignity of labor than that 
of the tent maker, Paul. All day he 
tolled at his trade and preached the 
gospel by the good work he turned 
out, 
as well as by the words'he ut- 


tered. We often see Paul pictured as 
a preacher !n-a crowd of listeners, but 
this lesson shows him as a toller, arid 
day laborer. 
Cordage lying headped 


up around him, canvas drawn over the 
floor in folds, balls of twine scattered 
about, here and there, the tent maker 
at work. I warrant you his seams 
never ripped, his cloth never proved 
to be shoddy. No one ever had to 
Bay sneeringly, "I bought these cheap 


eat* of that Christian! See how he 
cheated me!" 


The dignity of labor! Paul's hands 


were hardened by it. Peter's and An- 
drew's and John's were burned in the 
sun. Christ, the son of a carpenter, 
ilmselt working at the bench. Paul 
evidently was not looking for a "good 
place." an easy berth, a fat salary. 
Else he would never have'accepted "a 
call" to Corinth. He got near the peo- 
ple by working with them. They did 
not pull him down; he lifted them 
up. He spent no time grumbling and 
complaining because he had to toil, 
he did not feel that it was his right 
to have people feed him with chick- 
ens, put elegant dressing gowns or. 
his back, and soft slippers on his feet, 
and pamper his body and develop his 
pride. He worked tor what he got and 
was Independent of all. 


That -was one reason why he was 


such a fearless preacher. 
He was 


not afraid o.f losing his salary if he 
told people the truth, and if he 
couldn't live In one place he could In 
an other, and If ho couldn't preach, 
he certainly could practice, and he 
was equally good in both. His tents 
were as good as his sermons, and he 
didn't have to eat any man's bread, 
or be any man's, puppet. Independent, 
dignified, self-reliant, he Is a magnifi- 
cent example to scores of men who 
are marching about from one church 
door to another, begging for the privi- 
lege of eating their bread and drink- 
ing their water. 


Not that manual labor is the only 


kind of labor. The fact that a preach- 
er has white hands and wears good 
clothes does not necessarily mean that 
he IB not a laborer. Mental labor is 
often more strenuous than digging 
ditches. Perspiration of the body Is 
often a relief, where brain sweat is 
slow suicide. 
Many a man in the 


pulpit works harder than some men 
in the foundry. The one pounds iron 
and is able to shape It; the other 
seeks to mould human hearts and 
finds them harder than Hint and as un- 
changeable as fate. He carries all sor- 
rows, bears all burdens, receives all 
confidences, visits all perllpus places, 
risks all diseases, responds to all calls, 
takes all rebuffs, and Is-responsible 
for a whole parish of human beings. 
Work! It is the common lot of man; 
with pen or spade, with needle or 
yardstick, with hammer or plough, 
with type or sewing-machine, hard 
labor for life is passed upon all men. 
Let us all put heart and interest and 
love into It, and so be happy with the 
dignity of it. For as the old poet put 
It, "Who sweeps a room as .in God's 
sight, makes that, and the action 
fine."

The leaders had gathered 
at the 


park in the hope of establishing some 
procedure upon which both could unite 
for the coming year, but at the con- 
clusion of a conference of two hours' 
duration upon 
the 
subject, 
"Local 


Option and Prohibition," the prohis 
and anti-saloon workers found , the 
chasm between them wider and deeper 
than before they had convened. 


The debate was precipitated when 


H. J. Hall, of Indianapolis, national 
secretary of the temperance board of 
the Christian 
church; 
who presided 


over the meeting, called upon E. M. 
Barney, superintendent of the Indian- 
apolis ' district 
of the Anti-Saloon 


league, to speak. 
Several brief but 


enthusiastic speeches had been de- 
livered when Mr. Barney 
took the 


floor. Some of the men had declared 
themselves in favor of the prohibition 
party. Others made no reference to 
the party, while some intimated that 
they would support the one which ad- 
vocated local option. 


Urges State-Wide Prohibition. 


"I can indorse everything that has 


been said here," he said. 
"I have 


hated the liquor traffic ever since I 
was a boy. I believe that it is a great 
obstacle to civilized progress. 


"I wish to take this opportunity to 


correct reports that, have been circu- 
lated- that the Anti-Saloon league will 
not ask for state-wide prohibition. We 
are for prohibition In Indiana as soon 
as it is possible. Mr. Minturn and I 
have said this repeatedly. But it has 
always been a principle of the league 
not to ask any party to declare for 
state-wide prohibition in its platform. 


"The method which has made all the 


territory dry in the past Is the method 
which will be u?od by the Anil-Sa- 
loon league in the future. 
What we 


want Is 
pood • men 
regardless 
of 


whether they are prohibitionists, re- 
jublicans, democrats or socialists." 


Just at this point of his 
speech, 


when Mr. Barney was on the verge of 
entering into a more complete explan- 
ation of his position, Mr. Hall rapped 


time and Mr. Barney took his seat 


amid the plaudits of the anti-saloon 
delegation while the prohibitionists re- 
mained quiet. 


Mr. Hall came to the platform a't 


once. "The. national board has 
de- 


clared for total abstinence, prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture and sale of 
Intoxicants in state and nation, am 
for the party whic-h is committed to 
that policy," 
he said 
emphatically 


"and we are determined to stand by 
that declaration."
